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NO APPEAL WILL BE MADE

Wasuincton, April 8, 1918. — It is understood here 
definitely that the Government will not take an appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the United States as a _ result 


of the decision in the New York courts in favor of the Re- 
public Bag & Paper Company in connection with the Government 
Printing Office contract. It is understood that officials here feel 
little would be gained inasmuch as the wording of the specifica- 
tions have been changed anyhow since the contract with the Re- 
public Bag & Paper Company was made. 


Other Paper Cases May Be Dropped 


Since it has been decided to definitely drop the appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the United States in the case 
of the Government Printing Offce against the Republic Bag & 
Paper Company, the two cases, one of the Champion Coated 
Paper Company and the other of the Strathmore Paper Company, 
will be referred to the Solicitor to see whether it would be ad- 
visable or not to go ahead with these cases. 

Both of these cases were very similar to that of the Republic 
Bag & Paper Company, and it is therefore thought that they will 
probably never he pushed, in view of the recent decision of the

In connection with the conservation of news print the Trade 
Commission, at the instance of the Fuel Administration, is busy 
gathering further data which may shed light on consumption and 
just what will be necessary. 


Why More Bids Were Not Received on M. F. Paper 
The Joint Committee on Printing of Congress, of which Senator 
Smith, of Arizona is chairman, is receiving a large number of 
replies from paper manufacturers relative to the letter which he 
sent out asking for more bids on M. F. printing paper and which 
was printed in full in last week’s Paper TRADE JOURNAL. 
The manufacturers are taking the opportunity to point out vari- 
ous sides of the question, and some have proposed that a meeting 








be called so that the matter can be talked over. It is doubtful, 
however, it is understood, that such a meeting will be held owing 
to the press of congressional business at this time. The Joint 
Committee does not feel, at this time, like giving out any of the 
answers that have been received, although they may be made 
public, without the use of names, later on. 

Webb Export Bill Passes 

The Webb export bill has finally, after several years, been 
passed by both Houses of Congress, and will probably, within the 
next day or so, be signed by the President and become law. 

Under the bill as finally passed exporters are prohibited from 
acts, in their foreign combinations, intentionally enhancing or de- 
pressing prices in the United States. 

Exporters’ associations are made subject to strict supervision 
of the Federal Trade Commission, which is given power to prose- 
cute those guilty of unfair practices. 

As is so well known, the purpose of the bill is to allow Ameri- 
can exporters to form combinations in extending their foreign 
trade in order to meet the foreign competition. 


Daylight Saving and Child Labor Law 

The trade will be interested in what Miss Julia Lathrop, head 
of the Children’s Bureau, has to say relative to the new daylight 
saving law and its connection with the Child Labor Law. She 
says: 

“Your letter requesting information concerning the law chang- 
ing the present standard time so far as it may affect the applica- 
tion of the Child Labor Law, has been received. The Act of 
Congress provides that for the purpose of establishing the stand- 
ard time of the United States, the territory of continental United 
States shall be divided into five zones. Section 2 of this Act reads 
in part as follows: 

“In all statutes relating to the time within 
which any act shall or shall not be performed by any person sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the United States, it shall be understood 
and intended that the time shall be the United States standard 
time of the zone within which the act is to be performed.’ 

“It is obvious from the language that the standard of hours re- 
lating to the employment of children as provided by Section 1 of 
the United States Child Labor Act, must be determined in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Act to save daylight and provide 
standard time for the United States; that is to say, for the pur- 
pose of enforcing the Child Labor Law the hours of six o’clock 
antemeridian and seven o’clock postmeridian of the standard dur- 
ing the period commencing the last Sunday in March of each 
year and ending on the last Sunday in October of each year, are 
equivalent to the hours of six o’clock antemeridian and seven 
o'clock postmeridian respectively, as prescribed in Section 1 of the

One of the interesting facts in connection with the organization 
of the Fifth National Foreign Trade Convention, which will be 
held at the Gibson Hotel, Cincinnati, Ohio, April 18, 19 and 20, 
will be the further organization this year of the group sessions 
idea, with a view to having as many subjects handled by the case 
method as possible. By this group session method it is planned to 
make further use of the practical and personal experience of 
participants in foreign trade, and also to interest a larger number 
of the smaller manufacturers in the opportunity for foreign trade. 

Another special feature in connection with the convention this 
year will be the greater use of the volunteer trade advisers and of 
the Government representatives. There will be a special committee 
in charge of the work of the Government and volunteer trade 
advisers, who will be available for consultation during the period 
of the convention. 

The theme of the convention is “The Part of Foreign Trade in 
Winning the War,” and the program as announced gives many

Bayless Plant Closed 


Austin, Pa., April 4, 1918—The Bayless Pulp & Paper Com- 
pany has closed its plant in this city for an indefinite period, and 
300 employees are out of work. 

The action on the part of the company was due to the organiza- 
tion of a union among the employees without consultation with the 
members of the firm, it was stated today. The plant was closed 
on March 16, and its doors have since remained locked. 

The branch of the International 
Brotherhood of Papermakers at Austin and sent a committee to 
confer with members of the firm, making certain demands as to 
wages and hours of labor. The members of the company stated 
they would not treat with the union organizers or committee, but 
would meet any committee of employees if they came solely as 
employees of the concern and not as representing a labor organiza- 
tion. 

The union men declare they were locked out because they formed 
a labor organization. The desire of the union is said to be to make 
the concern a closed shop where only union men may be employed, 
while the firm insists on an open shop. 

At the headquarters of the concern in Binghamton, N. Y., Presi- 
dent George C. Bayless said today: 

“We found that an attempt was being made to organize the plant

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as a union concern without consultation with the members of the 
company. The effort came just at a time when we were putting 
into maturity an increase in the wage scale that would have been 
very pleasing to the employees, but when this announcement was 
made we simply shut down. The factory will remain closed for an 
indefinite period, the closing order taking effect March 16. About 
300 employees are affected. We are now engaged in making neces- 
sary repairs to the plant and cleaning up around the property, about 
50 men being employed in this work. 

“We were about to start an additional product at the plant, mak- 
ing tanning liquor from the waste liquors of the factory. This 
liquor is much needed by the United States Government for the 
reason that it makes leather that complies exactly with the Gov- 
ernment specifications, but so long as there is any labor agitation, 
the plant will remain closed.” 


Paper Stock Exempt from Embargoes 


A notice has been received by prominent men in the local mill 
supply trade from the Traffic Department of the National Asso- 
ciation of Waste Material Dealers that henceforth all mill sup- 
ply stock consigned direct to the paper mill is exempt from 
all embargoes. The information is contained in two circulars, 
one of which is in amplification of the other. 

These read: “It may interest you to know that Circular 
C-S-1, issued some time ago by the Car Service Section of the 
United States Railroad Administration and which provided that 
scrap and waste paper in carloads, when consigned direct to paper 
manufacturers, were exempt from embargo, has been amended 
and re-issued as Circular C-S-la, dated April 5, which provides 
that ‘scrap and waste paper and other scrap stock for paper 
manufacturers, when consigned direct to paper mills or paper 
manufacturers, is not subject to embargo. 

“*In other words cotton rags, rope, etc., are now put in the 
same position as scrap or waste paper and are exempt from 
embargo when consigned to paper manufacturers.’ ” 


No Decision Yet on Clay Imports

WasurinctTon, D. C., April 9, 1918—Up to late this afternoon 
officials of the United States Shipping Board had made no deci- 
sion as to what will be done in connection with the importation 
of English clays into the United States. 

The officials, together with members of the War Industries 
Board had the situation fully outlined to them recently, as already 
reported in the Parer TRADE JouRNAL and they know just about 
what the paper trade will be up against if the importation is 
entirely cut off. One official, talking to your correspondent this 
afternoon said that they were fully aware of the situation and 
knew about the needs of the trade. A decision, this official stated, 
will probably be forthcoming in the “next few days.” 


No Agreement Reached in Labor Conferences

ever, and the conferences ended without any definite action 
being taken as to dates of future conferences.

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KIPAWA FIBRE CO. TO BUILD 
BIG PULP PLANT IN CANADA 


Mill Is to Be Built at Temiskaming, Que., to Produce 100 
Tons of the Highest Grade Bleached Sulphite Per Day— 
Officers of the Company Are Men at the Head of the 
Riordon Pulp & Paper Co.—Building Operations Will 
Start Early in May—Although Trade Is Unsettled Be- 


cause of Government Price Fixing Policy, Numerous Other 
Expansions Are Being Provided for. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTreEAL, Que., April 8, 1918—The biggest new pulp-making 
concern which has been launched since the war broke out has just 
been announced here by the Riordon interests. The company is 
to be known as the Kipawa Fibre Company, and a prospectus has 
been issued for the floating of $12,500,000 of stock, of which half 
a million will be bonds, and the remainder equally divided be- 
tween preferred and common stock. The company will establish 
a mill at Temiskaming, Que., to produce 100 tons of the highest 
grade bleached sulphite per day. Building operations will start on 
May 1 next, and the mill is expected to be in operation within one 
year. The company expects to find a market for practically the 
entire output in the United States, and to be able to sell the prod- 
uct at a price which will enable it to hold its own against any 
European competition. Most of the necessary machinery and 
equipment was purchased in 1916, before prices rose to their pres- 
ent level. 

Site of the Proposed Plant 

Kipawa Lake, from which the company takes its name, is an 
irregular body of water, paralleling Lake Temiskaming, at an ele- 
vation of 300 feet above it. There is is ample space on the mill 
property for any future development. Already 20,000 horse power 
is available the year round, and if conservation work is under- 
taken at the head waters another 15,000 horse power will be added 
to this. There are 20,000 square miles of timber from which the 
company can secure its supply, and the wood in this district is 
stated to be “the best for pulp manufacturing, yielding more pulp 
per cord than any other wood in Canada.” 

In addition to the pulp mill, a sawmill with a capacity of 30,000,- 
000 F. B. M. will be established, as well as a machine shop, elec- 
tric light plant, a model town, and steamboats on the lake. The 
town and mill sites will occupy 10 square miles. 


Officers of the Company 

The officers of the company are men at the head of the Riordon 
Pulp & Paper Company, namely, Charles Riordon, president; Carl 
Riordon, vice-president and managing director; C. B. Thorne, 
second vice-president and manager, and F, B. Whittet, secretary- 
treasurer. The company will be managed jointly with the Riordon 
company, thus ensuring low cost of management. 

It is pointed out that high-grade bleached sulphite from Europe 
has not heretofore been sold in the United States below $60 per 
short ton, ex dock at Atlantic ports, making the delivered price 
about $63, and it is now selling at $160 per ton. The new com- 
pany expects to be selling pulp while prices are still high. But 
assuming that the company will only be able to sell its product at 
$63 per ton, the pre-war price, it is expected that there will still be 
a profit of $28 per ton, as cost has been figured out at $35 per ton. 
On the basis of 100 tons per day, even at this price, there would be 
a. profit of 14 per cent. on the preferred stock. 


Policy to Be Pursued 
Of the policy of the company the prospectus says: 


“This project has been formed for the purpose of producing the 





highest possible grade of bleached sulphite pulp. It is a devel- 
opment of the Riordon Pulp & Paper Company, Limited—which 
has been makers of high-grade sulphite pulp for more than a 
quarter of a century—the experience and skill of whose officers 
and men will be devoted to securing the highest returns from the 
unusual combination of natural resources which the company has 
secured. 

“The demand for high-grade pulp is always large in normal 
times. It is ever increasing, and the present supply is insufficient. 

“The policy of the company is to adopt the most efficient meth- 
ods of manufacturing bleached sulphite pulp equal to the highest 
European grades at the lowest possible cost, by the employment 
of technically trained men who have made a specialty of sulphite 
manufacture. The best plants in Europe and America have been 
investigated and every new process carefully studied. 

“The Kipawa Fibre Company, Limited, will be managed jointly 
with the Riordon Pulp & Paper Company, Limited, thus ensuring 
low cost of management. 

“The latter company maintains a large staff of technically trained 
engineers, chemists, foresters and salesmen, and has ample experi- 
ence in everything that pertains to the operation and construc- 
tion of a sulphite mill, full knowledge of all processes of logging 
and the markets. 

“The Riordon company has for many years produced at its 
Hawkesbury Mill the highest grade of unbleached sulphite pulp 
manufactured on the American continent, and also the highest 
grade of bleached sulphite pulp at its Merritton Mill.”

Other Extensions of the Industry 
\Ithough the trade is still unsettled owing to the uncertainty of 
the Government price-fixing policy, many developments are going 
on in a quiet way. The Mattagami Pulp & Paper Company, of 
Smooth Rock Falls, has just received a third digester. and the 
work of erecting it is going on. This is for the manufacture of 
unbleached sulphite. Preliminary work is now going ahead on the 
building of the 100-ton ground wood mill at Kapuskasing for the 
Spruce Falls Pulp & Paper Company. <A new sulphite plant is 
contemplated in Nova Scotia by the Davidson Lumber Company, 
of Bridgewater, N. S., and the idea is to start the building this 
spring. In British Columbia a charter has been granted to Mc- 
Donnell & Burke, Ltd., with headquarters at Fanny Bay, B. C., and 
a capital stock of $30,000 to manufacture and deal in pulp. At 
Port Arthur, Ont., the new bleaching plant of the Port Arthur 
Pulp & Paper Company has just come into operation, so that the 
company is now turning out both bleached and unbleached sulphite.

App.eton, Wis., April 9, 1918.—In all probability the new plant 
for the manufacture of paper-mill machinery, for which Appleton, 
Neenah, Menasha, Oshkosh and Sheboygan have been negotiating, 
will be built in Appleton the coming summer. Practically all ar- 
rangements have been made to build the plant at Appleton Junc- 
tion, where the railroad facilities are the best. 

Neenah and Menasha have offered to rebate the taxes for a five- 
year period, and a tract of five acres was also offered the com- 
pany if it would locate in either of those two cities. 
drawback was shipping facilities. : 

It was originally intended to begin construction last fall, but it 
was impossible to obtain building steel or cars to move it. The 
building situation is better now, however, and it is planned to 
begin operations within 90 days. 

The company will be capitalized at $250,000 at the start, but the 
capitalization will be increased to a half-million dollars before the 
plant is in operation six months. The name of the company will 
be announced when the incorporation papers are filed. 

It is not planned to wait for the completion of the new plant 
before beginning operations. A building has already been leased 
at Kaukauna in which part of the machinery will be made.

Fire at Northern Paper Mills. 

Fire which broke out in the conveyor house of the Northern 
Paper Mills at Green Bay on Thursday, April 4, caused a loss 
of about $1,000. Valiant work by the fire-fighting forces of the 
mill and the city fire department prevented the flames from spread- 
ing to adjoining buildings. ‘The conveyor house is used to convey 
shavings from the sulphite mill to the boiler house, where they 
are consumed as fuel. 


Complains of Paper Mills. 


High water in Lake Winnebago and the Fox River has made 
it necessary to open all the sluice gates in the several government 
dams. The water is steadily rising, but is still several inches 
from the high-water mark and no floods are anticipated. Fisher- 
men living on the Fox River are again complaining because of the 
large number of dead fish in the river. They claim that the paper 
mills are responsible for the casualties in the finny tribes. 


Taxes Paid by Paper Concerns. 

The Whiting-Plover Paper Company and the Wisconsin River 
Paper & Pulp Company paid their income taxes for 1916 this 
week. The total amount assessed against the two was $33,868.15, 
but that was offset by a personal property tax of $1,450.90, so that 
the total tax paid was $31,349.13. Of this amount the Whiting- 
Plover Company paid $14,862.38, and the Wisconsin River Paper 
& Pulp Company paid $16,486.75.

Publishers Raising Price 


Many newspapers have raised their price from one to two cents 
as a result of increased costs, and there is every possibility that 
before long there will not be a single one cent paper in Canada, 
The latest to take this step is the Montreal Star, which has an- 
nounced that the Saturday issue in future will be two cents. It is 
expected that if the returns at this price are satisfactory, the com- 
pany will feel justified in raising the price for the remaining issues, 
although the hope is expressed that the two cent price will only be 
temporary. It is officially announced that the extra cost of pub- 
lishing the Star is $300,000 per year, as compared with pre-war 
prices. 

Sympathy Is Veering to Manufacturers 

Public sympathy in the matter of the cost of paper seems to be 
veering round in favor of the manufacturers. The undoubted fact 
that the agitation for two and a half cent paper, with the hampering 
regulations imposed by the Government, has seriously checked the 
expansion of the industry is now being recognized. The recent 
visit of Sir Robert Borden to New York has opened the eyes of 
the public as to the seriousness of the trade balance against Canada 
in the United States, and it is felt that industries like the pulp and 
paper industry, which does so much to rectify that balance, ought 
to be encouraged rather than hampered. Exchange has been run- 
ning so strong against Canada that New York drafts command a 
premium of 114 per cent. to 134 per cent. in Montreal. Canadian 
exports of pulp and paper create exchange for Canada at the rate 
of about $200,000 for every working day of the year. In other 
words, they offset to that amount Canadian obligations in the way 
of interest payments, and payments that must be met for raw ma- 
terials imported from the United States. It is true that trade re- 
turns generally show a large balance in favor of Canada, but it is 
not an effective balance in so far as the exchange market is con- 
cerned. It is made up very largely of goods sold to Great Britain 
on a credit basis, chiefly munitions and foodstuffs. On the other 
hand, that portion of the exports made up of pulp and paper is 
exchange-creating business because it represents just so much cash 
for Canada. 

The public, as well as the Government, are now beginning 
to realize these facts and to modify the attitude toward the 
pulp and paper manufacturers accordingly. 


To Make Paper of Bamboo 


Foreseeing a paper famine throughout the world within the next 
few years, the publishing house of Thomas Nelson & Son of 
Edinburgh, Scotland, have planted about 1,000 acres of land in 
Trinidad, B. W. I., in bamboo, from which they plan to manufac- 
ture paper. According to Consul H. D. Baker of Trinidad, they 
have also obtained a concession permitting them to cut bamboo 
from the Government forests. 

It is said that they have designed a machine which will shred, 
mash, and remove the knots from the bamboo and that they have 
found a dye or bleach which removes the yellowish-green color 
from the wood pulp and makes it perfectly white. 

It is understood that the machinery for the proposed plant has 
already been ordered in this country and that it will cost about 
$150,000. Owing to war work, however, this will not be delivered 
probably while the war lasts. Meanwhile, however, the bamboo 


is being grown, preparatory to its eventual manufacture into 
paper.

Horyoke, Mass., April 8, 1918—After a month’s stay in Somer- 
set County, Pennsylvania, and the coal mines, Martin L. Cramer, 
purchasing agent for the American Writing Paper Company, re- 
turned to his offices last week Friday. His trip was made for the 
purpose of scouring up enough coal to keep the plants of the 
American Writing Paper Company in operation. Already it had 
been found necessary to close down, for a day or two at a time, 
several of the company’s plants, owing to the failure of the com- 
pany’s coal to arrive. The reserve pile of coal maintained by the 
American Writing Paper Company had been practically cleared 
away when Mr. Cramer left for the mines. 

In a few days, however, he managed to get some coal on the 
rails, and since that time it has been arriving with more regu- 
larity than at any other time this season. The result is that 
now the company need fear no further loss of business because 
of a coal shortage. Seventeen car loads were received last 
Friday, making in all 72 cars since April 1. In addition to this 
there are 174 cars of coal assigned to the company on the road. 

Many worth while and exciting experiences were encountered 
by Mr. Cramer in his roamings about Somerset County. It also 
gave him the much desired opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with the true facts concerning the coal situation. Mr. Cramer 
stated that the miners for the majority are foreigners and observe 
an unusually large number of holidays. Good Friday and Easter 
Monday are among the days on which they rest up, but Mr. 
Cramer found a way to get a number of miners to omit the 
observance and aid him in loading and starting 27 cars toward 
Holyoke.

The new body is called the Canadian Paper Trade Association 
and J. F. Ellis, president Barber-Ellis, Limited, 
the best known paper men in Canada, is at its head.

Definition of Membership 


It was decided that membership in the association should be 
as follows: 

(1) Any organization of paper merchants in Canada composed 
of dealers or jobbers as defined in section 2 shall be eligible for 
membership. 

(2) A dealer or jobber is defined as follows: a corporation, 
firm or individual carrying a general stock of various grades of 
regular stock sizes and weights of paper, either printing or wrap- 


ping paper or both, cardboard, envelopes, etc., from which any 
quantity large or small can and will be sold, in fact, a general 
distributor for manufacturers. 

It was further decided to organize the constituent associations 
into five territorial divisions, one for the maritime provinces, one 
for Ontario, one for Quebec, one for the prairie provinces, and 
one for British Columbia. The initial membership fee was placed 
at $50 per annum.

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FIRE DAMAGES PLANT OF 
THE REMINGTON PAPER CO. 


Fire Destroys Transformer House of the Norfolk Mill, Causing 
a Damage Estimated at $12,000, Which Is Fully Covered 
by Insurance—First Flood of Importance Since 1871 
Occurs on the Racquette River When Large Wooden Dam 
of the International Paper Co. Breaks at Piercefield— 
Paper Mill Owners Join in Movement to Relieve Shortage 
of Agricultural Labor in Northern New York. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., April 8, 1918—The transformer house of 
the Remington Paper & Power Company, located at the Norfolk 
mill in St. Lawrence county, was destroyed by fire Wednesday 
morning. The loss to the company is about $12,000, entirely cov- 
ered by insurance. e 

\When the fire was discovered by workmen the entire structure, 
located some distance from the rear of the paper mill, was en- 
veloped in flames with immence volumes of black smoke pouring 
forth. There were three transformers in the 20 feet square struc- 
ture which was provided with a’concrete base on which the trans- 
formers were set. The origin of the fire is conjectural, but it is 
believed a possible overload heated the machinery so that the 
large quantities of oii used in the transformers ignited. The 
black smoke gave strength to this conclusion. It was impossible 
to extinguish the oil blaze, which burned for hours. The valuable 
transformers are practically a total loss. 

This equipment was installed in this building about 15 years 
ago. The current was used in operating four grinders in the mill 
adjoining. President Mark S. Wilder said that no material loss 
in production would be felt, and that there would be sufficient 
grinding capacity to keep the mill running. 

President Wilder expressed gratification over the fact that the 
new transformer house and equipment is about ready to operate. 
The company has erected at the front of this mill a concrete trans- 
former house, 50 x 20 feet in dimensions, and four big 500-horse- 
power transformers have been installed. In a few days it will be 
ready for use. 

The current will be obtained from the Northern Transmission 
Company lines and distributed to the Norfolk and Raymondville 
mills. A sixteen-horsepower grinder will be operated at Norfolk, 
and one of eighteen horsepower will be driven at the Raymond- 
ville plant. Besides this, other motors will be used in these mills. 

The company will be able to get along on water power for the 
present, while the new transformers are being connected. 

International Dam at Piercefield Breaks 

The large wooden dam of the International Paper Company at 
Piercefield, which furnishes power for the mill at that point and 
which acts to a degree as a reservoir, broke last Tuesday under 
the pressure of high water and an ice jam, doing considerable 
damage to the plant and to industry along the Racquette River 
About 100 feet of the dam gave way and allowed the 
Flood warnings were promptly telephoned

flood tide to advance. 
to mills all along the stream below. 

The loss of the dam at this time is important to the paper com- 
pany, but it being an old wooden structure the dam loss itself is 
not considered so important. Production will probably be ef- 
fected before the International Paper Company can replace the 
dam. While no definite plans are known here, it is believed the 
company will erect a modern dam as soon as water conditions 
will permit. 

The Racquette River Paper Company mills at Unionville and 
Hewettville, the Remington Paper & Power Company mills at 
Norwood, Norfolk and Raymondville, the Hannawa Power Com- 


pany, and the Snell Power Company are all located below this 
dam, and trouble was expected as the crest of the flood reach 

the respective points. Every available man was sent out alo 
the river to make preparations for the expected damaging wa 
Fortunately the water spread to the coves and swamps along t 
river and failed to do much damage anywhere. 

The Racquette River Paper Company had 25,000 cords of pi 
wood on the ice at Hollywood, about 20 miles below the dam. 
number of men were rushed to the scene to keep a channel oy 
so that the logs would not be swept to the fields along the ri\ 
below. 

The St. Lawrence Transmission Company at Colton remov: 
all its equipment at the power house to places of safety before tl 
flood arrived. This proved an unnecessary precaution. 

Preparations to receive a big flood were made at the plant 
the A. Sherman Lumber Company, below Potsdam, but no damag 
was done here. 

This is the first time there has been a flood of importance « 
the Racquette River since the reservoir broke in 1871, when son 
damage was done. 


To Relieve Agricultural Labor

Dayton, O., April 8, 1918—The Hamilton & Rossville Hydraulic

The hydraulic company is one of the enterprises which will nec- 
essarily abandon its present plant on account of flood conservancy 
work at Hamilton. With the abandonment of its present plant, 
it is planned to establish a new one at Old River and its junction 
with the Baltimore & Ohio railroad on land which has been given 
to the company in exchange fdr its old location. Abandonment of 
quarters on Monument avenue will also mean the closing of the 
old hydraulic which runs from the reservoir to the Miami river. 
The hydraulic will be cut off at a point just south of St. Stephen’s 
cemetery. Mr. Harding has been in the valley this week conferring 
with President Jones and Secretary H. R. Ingle. 

It was the expressed opinion that the construction of the new 
plant will lead to the development and construction of a new 
industry as a new power plant will be erected for the develop- 
ment of electric current. The installation of three units of 800 
K.W. each, capable of the development of 12,000,000 K.W. per 
year is contemplated. The nature of the new industry his not 
heen disclosed but it is reported it may be associated with the 
paper trade. That the new enterprise will be a big asset to the 
community is assured. 

Mr. Harding stated that the conservation of coal would be an 
important item. When the new power plant is completed it will 
bear the same name as at present and will be under the manage- 
ment of the same directorate. A new runway or hydraulic will 
be constructed extending from the point where it will be cut off 
by flood prevention work, to the point where the new hydraulic 
company is to be located. The Miami Conservancy District has 
approved the plans of the new construction. 


Refund to Conservancy Subscribers 

One of the unusual features in the business world, locally, dur- 
ing the past week was the refund given subscribers to the Miami 
Flood Conservancy fund of $2,000,000 by the Dayton Citizens’ 
Relief committee which developed this fund a short time after the 
devastating waters entailed a loss of $130,000,000 in March, 1913. 
Upward of 85 per cent. of the original sum was returned to Day- 
tonians and this money is finding its way into the channels of 
trade.

Hotyoxe, Mass., April 8, 1918—Martin C. Pfahler, known far 
and wide in the paper trade, died at his home in this city last 
week Wednesday. He had been in ill health for several years, 
and in February, 1916, was stricken with pneumonia, from which 
he was not expected to recover. He rallied, however, but his 
health had been failing him gradually. 

The death of Mr. Pfahler, removes another man from the ranks 
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of the veteran Holyoke paper manufacturers who have had much 
to do with making Holyoke the “Paper City” of the world. 
seventeen years he was purchasing agent for the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company, a position he followed with the greatest

energy, and only gave it up when his health began to fail. Pre- 
vious to coming to the American Writing Paper Company he 
was for many years superintendent of the Parsons Paper Com- 
pany, and had general charge of the erection of the plant of the 
Parsons Paper Company on street. He 
charge of all other properties of the company. 

The story of Mr. Pfahler’s coming to Holyoke is interesting. It 
seems that a relative of W. H. Heywood of this city, who had 
fought in the Civil War had been wounded while in action, and 
was convalescing in a hospital at York, Pa., where he met Mr. 
Pfahler. After becoming acquainted Mr. Pfahler decided to 
come to Holyoke. He was born in York, Pa., February 19, 1847. 

His first connection with the local manufacturers was at the 
Germania Mills with W. H. Heywood. Later he went to the 
Parsons Paper Company with J. C. Parsons, and after two years 
was appointed superintendent. He held this position until 1899, 
when the American Writing Paper Company was formed and a 
few months later was appointed purchasing agent by W. C. Cold- 
well, then president of the company.

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ALFA GRASS DISCUSSED AS 
A PAPER MAKING PRODUCT 


As Substitute for Rags Alfa Is Regarded Highly—England 
Principal Consumer—Tunisia Supplies Large Quantities 
to British Markets But Little for French as English 
Market Offers Larger Demand for a High Grade IIlustra- 
tion Paper—Alfa Is Treated in Fashion Similar to Rags— 
High Cost of Fuel and Chemicals One Hindrance—T unis 


Chemist Claims to Have Invented Process for Treating. 


Consul Edwin C. Kemp of Tunis writes as follows on the sub- 
ject of Tunisia’s alfa grass as a commercial product: 

“Of greater importance to the commercial world is the use of 
alfa in paper making, where it is recognized as the best substitute 
for rags. England is the principal consumer of alfa for this pur- 
pose, and it has been used for more than 50 years in the Englisi 
and Scotch paper mills, which have almost a monopoly of its use. 
According to recent statistics English imports amount to about 
205,000 tons a year—100,000 tons from Algeria, 45,000 tons from 
Spain, 30,000 tons from Tunisia and a similar amount from 
Tripoli, representing, at a maximum production of 45 per cent. 
cellulose, 92,250 tons of paper pulp. 


Imports Into France 


“Although so largely a product of French colonial territory, an 
average of only 4,000 tons of alfa was imported by France before 
the war, and in 1916 this fell to 36 tons. Only one manufacturer 
in France, at Seveux (Haute Saone), is reported as manufactur- 
ing alfa pulp, and all of this is for his own needs. Other paper 
makers who use alfa pulp buy from the English manufacturers. 

This rather illogical situation arises, according to a statement 
made in 1916 by Monsieur Crolard, president of the Paper Manu- 
facturers’ Association of France, from the fact that alfa pulp 
costs in France from 10 to 20 per cent. more than straw pulp and 
from the fact that alfa fiber, being finer than any other cellulose, 
necessitates a proportion of 70 to 80 per cent. when mixed with 
other pulp. The lower cost of alfa to English manufacturers, it 
is claimed, is due to advantageous concessions and contracts, cheap 
freight in English bottoms returning from the Mediterranean, and 
economies in coal and soda made possible by a large scale pro- 
duction. 

Advantage Offered in English Market 


“Besides the lower first cost, the English market is said to 
offer the advantages of a larger demand for a high-grade illus- 
tration paper, skilled workmen in dealing with material it is hard 
to manufacture, and a preference for a light, thick paper of a 
yellowish tint, in contrast to the French preference for paper of 
azure tint. 

“According to a very complete study of alfa by Dr. Trabut, 
which was published at Algiers in 1889, its chemical composition 
is as follows: Cellulose, 46; alcohol extracts, 3.35; water extracts, 
9.95; pectic substances, 7.80; vasculose and cutose, 17.80, and ash, 
3.20. There is a difference in the cellulose contents of the vari- 
ous alfas, the Spanish variety giving as high as 55 per cent., 
while the African varieties seldom give more than 45 per cent. 
The alfa fiber has an average length of 1.5 millimeters and a 
width of 8 to 10 microns. 


Treated in Fashion Similar to Rags 


“For paper making alfa is treated in a fashion similar to rags. 
It necessitates a high cost for fuel and chemicals, and this so far 
has prevented its manufacture in Africa. Lack of water of the 
requisite quality also has proved a handicap, and the question of 


packing, shipping the pulp, the lack of experienced workmen, and 
the annoyance of sand storms are offered as objections. 

“A chemist in Tunis claims to have invented a new method of 
pulp making which includes a special retting process, followed by 
a caustic bath at a low temperature and without pressure, using 
50 per cent. less caustic than the standard English process. Be- 
sides the lower cost it is said to be less fatiguing to the fiber. It 
is claimed that this new process was successfully demonstrated in 
1914, but the war has prevented a trial on a commercial basis.”

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Foreign Trade in Pulp 

Just how completely supplies of wood pulp have ceased to be im- 
ported from Europe is well indicated in the monthly summary of 
foreign commerce of the United States for January just issued by 
the Department of Commerce. During the month no chemical pulp 
at all was imported from either Sweden or Norway, whereas dur- 
ing the same period last year there was imported from Sweden 
unbleached sulphate and sulphite to the value of $915,242, and 
from Norway to the value of $67,351, while the imports of bleached 
sulphate and sulphite from Sweden amounted to $817,958 and from 
Norway to $2,681. 

The imports of pulp from Europe have been gradually decreas- 
ing, but so far as can be recollected January is the first month in 
which the statistics have shown no imports at all of pulp from 
this source. At present conditions strongly indicate that the im- 
portation of Scandinavian pulp cannot be resumed in any consid- 
erable quantity until after the war.

a “Return Loads Bureau” in the City of New York for the purpose 


The Merchants’ Association of York is about to establish 
of bringing together truck owners and shippers in order to expedite 


the movement of freight over the highways and thus relieve 
pressure on the railroads. 

This association has made an appropriation of $5,000 for this 
service which it has undertaken at the request of official war com- 
mittees of the Federal Government and of the states of New York 
and Connecticut. The operation of the bureau is wholly a war 
contribution by the association and in no sense a_ profit-making 
enterprise. 

The function of the “Return Loads Bureau” will be to act as a 
“clearing house” only for the purpose of advising the shipper where 
and when a truck can be obtained to haul his goods, and to advise 
the truck owner where a load can be obtained. It is then left en- 


tirely to the shipper and truck operator to make their own agree- 


ment as to the rate to be paid for haulage, liability of the tru 
owner or driver for the safety of the goods in transit, insurai 
protection, etc. No legal liability to the shipper or other respo 
sibility is to be assumed by the “Return Loads Bureau,”

Niagara Power Firms to Consolidate 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Nracara Fats, N. Y., April 8, 1918—The Hydraulic Power 
Company and the Niagara Falls Power Company, the power gen- 
erating companies in this city, will be consolidated. The con- 
solidation is expected to become effective this week. There is a 
bill before the legislature which will permit the consolidation. 
Power representatives are in Albany today attempting to rush the 
bill through before the legislature adjourns, next Saturday. It is 
officially announced that work will be started next week installing 
the very latest units at the hydraulic plant to generate the power 
granted to the Niagara Falls company and all additional power 
which, it is expected, that the federal government will grant to the 
company which can show that the water diverted will be turned 
into power at the greatest efficiency. If the present plans mate- 
rialize it is believed that the three paper companies here—the In- 
ternational, the Defiance and the Cliff companies—will be given 
power and the machines will be again started*within a month or 
two. 

The two power companies are permitted to use 20,000 cubic 
feet of water per second. This is 4,400 cubic feet more than the 
original Burton bill of 1896 permitted. The government permitted 
the use of the additional water, which is the limit allowed by the 
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treaty between the United States and Great Britain shortly after 
this country entered into the world war. The additional water is 
expected to generate a potential of 80,000 horsepower. But that 
additional 80,000 horsepower is only a drop in the bucket. There 
is a demand for many times that amount on the Niagara frontier. 
There are engineers who say that 40,000 cubic feet might be 
diverted on this side of the river without impairing the scenic 
beauty of the cataract. 

The conservation of beauty was the only consideration that had 
attention when the Burton bill was passed. But the war has 
given a different aspect to the situation. Niagara power is now 
discussed in terms of high explosives, shrapnel and the yield of 
wheat to an acre, not to mention the conservation of coal. 


Interim News Print Invoice Clause 


As the agreement signed by news print manufacturers and the 
Department of Justice last November provided for a price to be 
fixed by the Federal Trade Commission on April 1, and as 
these hearings are yet in session the News Print Service Bureau 
has sent out, through Secretary R. S. Kellogg, an additional 
clause to be attached to temporary invoices for paper purchased 
after April 1 and until a definite price is fixed. 

This clause reads: “On account’ of . News 
Print Paper @ 3c., final invoice to be submitted and adjustment 
made with interest to meet price fixed pursuant to agreement 
dated November 26, 1917, between the Attorney General of the 
United States and seller, as per terms of your contract.” 

When the first letter was sent out by Mr. Kellogg the word 
intent was used in place of interest. This was amended in a 
later letter to “interest.” 

It is understood that the counsel for the companies represented, 
who were parties to the agreement, recommended this action 
pending final action by the Federal Trade Commission. 

The next meeting of the Trade Commission will take place at 
Washington on April 22.

St. Louts, April 8, 1918—The Seaman Paper Company has leased 
the six-story building at 1006-08 Clark avenue. The growth in the 
business of the Seaman company has forced its removal from 
present quarters, 412-16 South Fourth street. 

The Clark avenue building is 52 by 140 feet and contains 40,000 
square feet of floor space. The building is of the slow combustion 
warehouse type, with hydraulic elevator and a complete sprinkler 
system.

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IMPROVEMENT IN COATED PAPER 


Harold R. Rafsky, of Portland, Me., has invented an improved 
coated paper which he describes as follows: 

As is well known, in the production of “art” or “coated” paper, 
a somewhat concentrated watery suspension of clay, satin white, 
blanc fixe, ordinary calcium carbonate, or the like, to which has 
been added an appropriate adhesive, is applied to the surface or 
surfaces of a paper “body stock.” 

In the manufacture of wood pulp by the soda process, wood is 
digested with a solution of caustic soda under a suitable pres- 
sure. The resulting pulp is then separated from the spent liquor, 
which is termed “black liquor.” This “black liquor” is usually 
evaporated and burned, thus producing “black ash,” which is es- 
sentially a mixture of carbon and sodium carbonate, the latter 
being produced from the sodium salts in the “black liquor.” The 
“black ash” is leached with water, the sodium carbonate being 
obtained in the resulting solution. Or, instead, the carbon of the 
“black ash” may be more or less completely burned away, leaving 
the sodium carbonate as the residue. The sodium carbonate re- 
ferred to in either of the two previous sentences is termed “re- 
claimed soda.” 

To produce the caustic soda necessary for wood digestion, a 
solution of this “reclaimed soda” is causticized with lime (4. e., 
calcium oxid). The ordinary “soda ash” (i. e¢., sodium carbonate) 
of commerce may supplement the “reclaimed soda,” or replace it 
wholly or in part, in the causticizing process. As a result of the 
causticizing process, there is produced, in addition to the caustic 
soda, a precipitate consisting essentially of calcium, carbonate and 
commonly called “lime mud.” The greater part of the caustic 
soda solution is separated from the “lime mud” by well-known 
means, and after washing the residual caustic soda out of the 
“lime mud” as far as it is economically practicable, this “lime 
mud” is thrown away, being generally considered as a waste prod- 
uct and a nuisance. 

I am fully aware that repeated attempts have been made to 
utilize this “lime mud” for reburning to lime (4. e., CaO), for 
agricultural purposes, for an ingredient of cement, and the like, 
but the use to which I wish to put the “lime mud” is wholly 
different. 

Notwithstanding the fact that it was heretofore the belief in 
the art of making paper that “lime mud” could not be used in the 
. manufacture of “art” or “coated” papers by coating the paper 
“body stock,” I conducted repeated experiments with “lime mud” 
and found that, besides being useful as a material for coating 
paper, it possessed certain advantages not heretofore known and 
which are absent in ordinary calcium carbonate. 

It is difficult to moisten thoroughly ordinary calcium carbonate 
with the complete exclusion of air bubbles, and to produce with 
that material a perfectly smooth homogeneous lump-free mixture 
so essential for the formation of a proper surface on “coated” 
paper. “Lime mud,” on the contrary, is a thoroughly wet mass, 
which mixes with water with extreme ease to a perfectly homo- 
geneous bubble-free suspension. The “lime mud” ordinarily con- 
tains an appreciable quantity of alkali, usually considered to con- 
sist chiefly of calcium hydroxide, sodium carbonate and sodium 
hydroxide. This alkali is not detrimental to the use of the “lime 
mud,” but rather beneficial, because the adhesive, such for exam- 
ple as casein, which is dissolved by alkali before adding it to the 
coating mixture, will thus require a little less alkali to be added 
to it. 

In the practice of my process, a solution of sodium carbonate 
(soda ash of commerce), or of “reclaimed soda” (preferably suit- 
ably purified), or a mixture of both, is causticized with lime (i. e., 
CaO). The “lime mud” produced is separated from the sodium 
. hydroxide by well-known means, and is then freed from grit and 
lumps by a sieve or series of sieves or by other known means. 


The “lime mud” may or may not be washed with water, either 
before or after the sieving, as desired. 

As the “lime mud” is more conveniently used when in a con- 
centrated form, this condition may be secured by settling or other 
appropriate means. 

This “lime mud” after sieving and settling, as indicated above, 
is preferably subjected to a prolonged grinding action in a pebble 
mill. The “lime mud” in its original unground condition, when 
viewed under a microscope in such a manner that the ultimate 
particles are discernible (i. ¢., when the “lime mud” is highly 
diluted with water and held between two glass microscope slides), 
is seen to consist of more or less irregularly shaped particles or 
crystals or masses of crystals of widely differing sizes. The grind- 
ing above referred to is continued until practically all of the ulti- 
mate particles of the “lime mud,” when observed microscopically 
in the same manner as above, are seen to have been reduced to 
an essentially uniformly minute state of subdivision. 

With the addition of a suitable adhesive, such as casein dis- 
solved in an alkaline solution, the essentially uniformly finely divid- 
ed “lime mud” is now ready for use directly for coating paper “body 
stock,” employing the machines generally used for this purpose; 
or there may be admixed with the “lime mud” and adhesive mix- 
ture other organic material or materials, adhesive or otherwise, 
or inorganic material or materials, or a combination of both 
classes of-substances, such as may be used in the manufacture of 
“coated” paper, and the entire mixture used to coat paper “body 
stock,” employing the machines generally used for the production 
of “art” or “coated” paper. The “coatéd” paper produced may be 
calendered or otherwise finished as desired. 

The grinding of the “lime mud” to an essentially uniformly 
minute state of subdivision produces highly beneficial results in 
the coated paper, to wit, the prevention of: dusting or breaking 
off of particles of the coating material from the surface of the 
paper, porous and eruptive appearance of the surface of the paper 
when viewed under a microscope, high ink consumption, and gray- 
ness or “mealiness” in printing results; which are defects found 
to ordinarily exist in the coated paper, when the “lime mud” is 
used without being ground. These defects, although detrimental 
to the production of a paper for.the very highest grade of print- 
ing, did not prevent the paper made from unground “lime mud” 
from being satisfactorily used for a less exacting grade of work, 
and I was first of the opinion that these defects were due to 
ineradicable characteristics of “lime mud”; but after long and 
careful research and experiments I discovered that this porous 
character of the surface of the paper coated with the unground 
“lime mud” was due solely to the physical form of the ultimate 
particles of the unground “lime mud.” I then proceeded to grind 
the “lime mud,” after sieving and settling, prior to its application 
to the paper “body stock.” I found that by coating the paper 
“body stock” with the finely divided “lime mud,” the disadvan- 
tages ‘herein above stated were completel overcome. 

The disadvantages in the use of unground “lime mud” for 
coating paper are believed to be due to the more or less coarse 
grain and irregularity of the size and shape of the ultimate parti- 
cles of the unground “lime mud.” 

When this unground “lime mud” is coated upon the paper “body 
stock,” it does not give an even surface, but a surface containing 
microscopic pores and holes. This causes not only dusting by 
the breaking off of the irregular particles, but also a greater con- 
sumption of ink because of the porous surface, and an inferior 
pritning effect. The ground “lime mud,” on the other hand, 
spreads and lies evenly and uniformly upon the paper “body stock,” 
because of the essentially uniform minuteness and relatively regu- 
lar shape of its particles, thereby causing the surface to be prac-

tically free from pores, and as a consequence, eliminating the un- 
desirable qualities mentioned above. 

It is to be understood that the reduction of the particles of the 
unground “lime mud” to an essentially uniformly minute state of 
subdivision by grinding takes place gradually, and that paper 
coated with “lime mud,” which has been subjected to a given 
period of grinding will be somewhat superior to a paper coated 
with “lime mud” subjected to grinding for a lesser period of time, 
other conditions being the same; but I have found that the best 
paper is produced from “lime mud” ground long enough to give 
the microscopic appearance described above. 

Also the operation of sieving the unground “lime mud” might 
be omitted without seriously affecting the results, when the “lime 
mud” is subsequently ground; nevertheless this sieving is bene- 
ficial in that it removes the very large particles or grit and thus 
reduces the amount of work which the pebble mill must perform. 

Likewise the “lime mud” (i. ¢., calcium carbonate—CaCO;) pro- 
duced in other industries by the'causticizing of sodium carbonate 
with lime (i. ¢., calcium oxid), may be substituted for the “lime 
mud” produced in soda pulp mills. 

When “lime mud” is the only mineral constituent employed in 
the mixture for coating paper “body stock,” the result is a dull 
or semi-dull finished “coated” paper, according to the amount of 
calendering which this paper receives. It is to be understood, 
therefore, that “lime mud” does tot give the same type of sur- 
face as does satin white, and it is not to be considered as a sub- 
stitute for that material. 

Where the word “lime” is mentioned in the above specification, 
it is understood to mean only such limes as consist practically 
wholly of calcium oxid, and which contain only such small quan-

Construction work on the new board mill and fiber-case factory 
of the National Paper Products Company ‘in Stockton, Cal. 
which was begun in December, is progressing rapidly. The 
growth of this company’s business, during the past two years, 
has been remarkable, and it has been found advisable to establish 
a plant to furnish an ample supply of chip board, fiber board and 
other materials required for the use of the San Francisco fac- 
tory and the new fiber case department in Stockton. The demand 
is increasingly large for the paper tubes, paper cans, corrugated 
cases and paper towels produced by the factory in San Francisco. 


It is estimated that the first units of the new Stockton plant, 
consisting principally of reinforced concrete and brick buildings, 
will cost $400,000 to erect. The installing of a 70-ton 115-inch 
Beloit Iron Works paper machine and other machinery and the 
fiber-case factory equipment, will bring the initial investment up 
to fully $750,000. The factory buildings stand on a 40-acre site, 
along Church street, between West street and the McDougald 
Canal. It is expected that the plant will be in full operation early 
in the coming summer. 


All of the mill and factory equipment is of the latest type. 
Special machinery will be installed for the manufacture of fiber 
cases on a large scale. Fiber-board, chip board and liners for 
corrugated cases will be among the principal features of the out- 
put at Stockton. An ample supply of waste paper, for use as 
raw material, can be secured from California. cities, and plenty 
of wood pulp can be purchased from paper mills on the Pacific 
Coast. The principal buildings of the plant are arranged in the 
form of a quadrangle, with an open space of considerable size 
inside.“ This square construction is said to be new in the laying 
out of boxboard plants. Later on the plant will be enlarged by 
the installation of additional*machinery and by the erection of 
additional factory buildings adjoining the first unit.

Mandel, of Monroe, Mich., 
will be manager of the new mill. MacDonald & Kahn, of San 
Francisco, are the company’s construction engineers. 


Kalamazoo Carton Co. Expands

KaLAMAzoo, Mich., April 9, 1918.—The Kalamazoo Carton Com- 
pany, which is preparing to build a structure in which to house its 
label department, announces that the growth of the business will 
require a much larger building and completely altered plans. The 
original building was to have been 120 by 104 feet in dimensions. 
The new building is to be 120 by 160 feet in size, providing in all 
19,200 square feet of floor space. 

This concern is also working on other improvements that are 
designed to prevent possible flood damage in the future. The 
company suffered severely during the high water in March, when 
a frame warehouse was destroyed and hundreds of bales of raw 
stock scattered over the nearby landscape. This stock is still lying 
out in the open for lack of a suitable place: to stofe it.

The general paper situation continues one of strength with 
additional problems forcing their way to the fore. Increasing 
costs of production keep the present range of prices exceedingly 
firm and the demand for paper of all grades is considered good, 
taking the country as a whole. 

The striking, outstanding problem that will have to be solved 
shortly is the labor question and the increases which the various 
paper-making brotherhoods are asking. A meeting, in fact, sev- 
eral meetings were held at the Astor during the latter part of 
last week, comprising mill representatives and brotherhood dele- 
gates. The best information available at the present time is that 
“they agreed to disagree” and the meetings were adjourned sine 
die. It is an open secret that the Trade Commission was anxious 
to get in all the evidence in its news print investigation before 
the labor question came up for settlement. However, as such 
was not the case, the Trade Commission will 
the labor tangle in addition to the other problems involved in 
the fixing of a fair price of news to be retroactive as of April 1.

Writing paper mills still withdraw all quotations because of 
the uncertainty and advancing costs of raw materials. The de- 
mand is described as good with some of the mills unable to keep 
up with the orders that have come in. Cheap sulphite bonds are 
in good favor and there have been additions to the ranks of the 
mills making these grades. The general situation in writings 
and bond papers shows little undertone 
continues, with government orders no small factor in the strength 
displayed. 

The board market seems to have been weakened by the addi- 
tional working day given to the board mills. This weakness 
may be only superficial. Prices have changed somewhat, but the 
foundation of the market continues to be strong. The board men 
take the attitude that the demand will soon adjust itself to 
the present conditions. 

The leader of the market in point of view of demand is kraft. 
Kraft is in excellent demand, with mills making this grade of 
paper running full blast. The demand for kraft will probably 
last as long as the war does as the develgpment of the use of 
kraft, as an incidental to the carrying on of the war, stamped 
it as “a real war baby.” 

There is little change in the market for tissues over last week. 
The strong undertone of the market still continues and prices have 
felt a further steadiness. 

In the other grades of paper, excepting possibly some grades of 
wall paper, there is a very good demand on the part of con- 
sumers. There are manufacturing problems, rail problems, the 
labor situation, raw material question, etc., that do not make 
the bed of the paper manufacturer one of roses.

To Stand by Bankruptcy Act 
The report of the conference of the special committee of 
the National Association of Credit Men after consultation with 
credit men throughout the country indicated the determination 
of members of the association to stand firmly for the per 


manency of a national bankruptcy act. While admitting there 
is room for some amendment to the law, it was conceded that 
during the period of the war there is little chance of getting 
favorable action by Congress, and that the introduction of 
new bills should be left until peace has been restored. 

The present bankruptcy law has been in force since 1898, 
the longest period that such a law has ever lasted. 

There are still some interests at work that seek to have 
the law repealed. It is against this contingency that the as 
sociation is maintaining a constant vigilance.

The demand in the market for paper-making chemicals con- 
tinues steady, with narrow price fluctuations almost the rule. Spot 
stocks are still rather small and shipments to consumers are un- 
certain because of the embargoes and attendant delays. 

ALUM.—The various grades of paper-making alum and prices 
have held in the main without change. The demand is described 
as fair. Spot stocks are on the decrease. For lump ammonia, 
quotations have ranged between 4@4.50c. per pound, with pow- 
dered at 4.50@4.75c. The range for lump potash holds at 9.25@ 
9.50c. per pound. Chrome potash, with a good demand, was 
quoted at 21@22c. per pound, with chrome ammonia at 18@19c. 
per pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—A good demand still exists, with a 
fair turnover. There is a difference in the market in dealers’ 
quotations and those of manufacturers, owing to divergent mar- 
ket opinion. Manufacturers are asking not less than 2.50c. per 
pound for prime bleach in domestic drums. Small export drums 
are quoted at 3.25c. There have been odd lots of supplies floating 
around at prices lower than the ones given above, but this mate- 
rial is described as not being up to standard. 

BRIMSTONE.—The market continues nominal and is practi- 
cally featureless. War industries are of necessity given priority 
and are supplied before all others. Nominal prices at the mines 
range from $30@35 per long ton at the mines; prompt shipments 
or spot material, when available, range to $45 per ton, depending 

‘upon destination and seller. 

CASEIN.—There is a strong technical market in this product, 
as supplies are scanty and prices comparatively high. The range 
during the week continued to be 18@19c. per pound. The de- 
mand is said to be on the verge of reawakening and higher prices 
are freely prophesied.
